ence that.Germany must amend the 
constitution so as to prevent Austrian 
representatives in German parliamen- 
tary affairs 


"I must 
emphasize first," he said 
"that this is not a question of law! 
Legally it is clear and simple. The way 
in which our opponents brought up the 
matter shows they are following en- 
tirely, definite purposes for tha clearing 
up of doubtful legal _q.ue.slions. 
"In articlo ITS of the German consti- 
tution isthc clause, the terms of the 
treaty of .peace signed at Versailles will 
not be affected by the constitution.' 
This excludes any practical collision 
between the peace terms and the consti- 
tution, for if there should be any provi- 
sion of the constitution in contradic- 
tn of the peace terms, the latter would 
be valid legally, without any chance 
for the constitution to take precedence 
over the treaty. 
"Article Cl, paragraph 2 (providing 
lor theadmission of Austrian members 
of the Reichstag) do-?s not stand as a 
formal ncotradictioii of the peace terms, 
this fact being recognized by the sign- 
ing of the terms by the allied and as- 
sociated governments. In the German 
counter proposals to the original peace 
terms, the German government explain- 
ed, in discussing this point that Ger- 
many did not desire to violate the Aus- 
tran frontier but that if Austria want- 
ed to bring a state of unity with Ger- 
many, the latter could not obligate" her- 
self to oppose the wishas of the German 
brothers in Austria, for in that case 
the .irght of self-determination of peo- 
ples would count against Germany. T.he 
allied 
and 
associated 
governments 
inerely recognized in their answer that 
Germany did not want forcibly to vio- 
late the Austrian frontier. 
Thus. .the. 
' 
e treat'y'was signed. Article 6 3 does 
not forceably 
invade the 
Austrian 
frontier. 
Rather every right is left to 
the free iniative to Austria in the na- 
tional' -princples and natonal self de- 
termnation.., 
"Further if the entente raised serious 


objections to harmless paragraphs two 
of article fil there were plenty of op- 
portunities to report ..a 
quiet under- 
standing with Germany. Instead of that 
the entente chose a most sudden and 
brusque manner -toward us and offer- 
ed terms for which there was no trace 
of legality, the purpose being to com- 
pel Germany to alter her constitution as 
to immaterial 
points. I estimate too 
highly th-3 legal insight of our oppo- 
nents to beleve they do not recognize 
how legally untenable is their position. 
"Their political purpose however has 
been attained and the whole world has 
been shown that Germany must submis- 
sively comply with the absolutely illegal 
order of the entente. I do not believe in 
the opinion widely current among- Ger- 
mans that the statesmen of the entente 
and America are filled with anger and 
hate and have allowed themselves to be 
drawn into a planless and purposeless 
policy. This policy however, can have 
but one thought and plan—to make it 
impossible to consolidate a democratic 
republic in, Germany. The forcible -pre- 
vention of a union of Austria and Ger- 
many is the blow in the face for all the 
solemnly proclaimed principles of the 
entente. 
"Materially the union of Austria to 
Germany would mean a severe burden 
on Germany. 
Tremendous 
sacrifices 


would be necessary and therefore there 
are many people in Germany who view- 
ed the plan with hesitation. 
It would 
however be of great value and would 
be 
of 
wonderful importance to the 
young German democracy as it would 
bring about a unity which Bismarck's 
state craft and Prussian weapons failed 
to accomplish.

D'ANNUNZIO LEADS 


DISORDERS IN FIUME 


Rome,

Sept. ] 2.—Gabriele 


D'Annunzio, the Italian poet-aviator, 
arrived in Fiume 
from 
Rorichi this 
afternoon with detachments of grena- 
diers and provided with machine guns 
and armored automobiles, according to 
reports reaching this city tonight. The 
movement was made in violation of or- 
ders from the government. No disor- 
ders were reported up till late tonight. 
Government

have been in- 
structed to investigate recent demon 
strations at FiUme and determine who 
was responsible for them. 
Captain Gabriele. D'Annunzio, who 


distinguished himself as an Italian avi- 
ator during the war, has been one of 
the most ardent advocates of Italian 
claims to Tyrol on the eastern shore of 
'the Adriatic. 
During the controversy 
over the disposition of Fiume at the 
peace table during May and afterward 
the resignation of Premier Orlando, ap- 
peals were made to the Italian people 
by Captain D'Annuzio, who urged that 
Italy fight for her just claims. Reports 
reaching London on Thursday stated 
that serious rioting between Italians 
and Jugo Slav soldiers had'taken place 
at Fiume and that allied units had been 
compelled' to. intervene.'

'PHONES PUT IN 


Service Connection Charge 


Authorized By Burleson 
Is Held to Be "Unjust and 
Unreasonable." 


Columbus, Sept. 13.—The Ohio Pub- 
lic Utilities Commission in a decision 
handed down today ordered telephone 
companies operating in Ohio to discon- 
tinue after October 1, the $3.50 service 
connection charge authorized by Post- 
master 
General 
Burleson 
while the 
wires were under federal control. 
The commission holds that the exact- 
ing of a charge of $3.50 or any. amount 
for an original installation is "unjust 
and unreasonable'" for the reasons that' 
such installation adds the capital ac- 
count of the company while transfers 
from one location to another charged 
to operating expense and are expenses 
which are created by the subscriber. 
The commission holds that the com- 
panies may require a pre-payment for 
three months service in advance in 
orden to p'rotect( itself against subscrib- 
ers who requirp telephone service for 
only a few days or a~few weeks, and it 
"sees no reason" why a higher short 
term rate may not be made to cover 
additional 
cost for short 
term sub- 
scribers. 
The order also modifies other charges 
instituted under the Eurleson regime. 
The Burleson schedules under which 
the companies arc now operating allows 
a ' charge of $1.50 for transfer, of a 
phone from one person to another on 
premises where service has 
already 
been installed. 
The Ohio commission 
allows $1 for this service. It allows a 
charge of ?1 for moving an instrument 
from one location to another in the 
same room, $1.50 Cor moving from one 
room to another in the same floor, and 
$2 for moving an instrument from one 
floor of a; building to another.

cases there. 


A wholesaler who said much food is 


being stored, said that shipments to 
Europe were leaving little surplus in 
the United States. 
His firm bought 


28,794 cans of string beans from a gov- 
ernment warehouse here at 8 1-3 cents 
a can or $1 a case of 12 cans and sold 
them to-retailers at $1.35. 


One wholesaler bought canned beans 


from the government at nine cents a 
can and sold the at $1.25 a case. 


Still another, bought beitns at S 1-4 
cents a can and sold at SI.25 a case and 
admitted he had removed the labels and 
substituted his own.

THE WORST KIND OF ROAD. 


A motorist who passed through Nek- 


ark the other day on a long trip, re- 
marked that the worst kind of road he 
had had to encounter, was the one that 
had formerly been hardened and im- 
proved but which had not been kept 
up. He had passed through many king 
stretches 
of highways of this type, 


which were one long succession of deep 
hollows. Kis car would toss and rock 
and plunge from one hole to another 
like a ship at sea. 


These 
roads had 
apparently been 


treated at some previous 
time 
with 


gravel or other material. 
This was 


harder than the original earth over 
which the street was laid out. The 
very hardness of the material, when not 
caied for. made the road worse than if 
ir had never been touched. It created 
the succession of deep holes, through 
which the car had to rock. 


An unimproved road might be full of 


very deep sand or mud. But if it was 
all of uniform consistency, it was easier 
for the motor to pullthrough it than 
to pas? over the road made out of hard 
substances that had been worn out into 
hollows. 


The worst that can happen in the or- 


dinary unimproved muddy or sandy 
road is that if the car gets stuck a far- 
mer on another motor may have to be 
called to pull it out. In the hard road 
full of holes the car may not be stuck. 
But it ifc being \ery seriously injured by 
the teriific jlting to which it is sub- 
jected. 


No community should 
consider im- 


proving its roads, unless it is also will 
ing to spend the money to keep them 
up after they are improved. 
A little 


money spent each year in oiling, tar- 
ring, or merely in filling up the hol- 
lows that gather each season, mil save 
an enormous amount of money for re- 
construction. It will keep the road at 
a point where it will be an efficient 
route for transportation produce.

county has a number of 


splendid roads. 
The 
road 
between 


Newark, 
Granville, Alexandria and 


Johnstown, the pike leading from New- 
ark to Hanover and the road running 
from Newark to Zanesville via Jackson- 
town or Linnville are first class thor- 
oughfares.

ENBALND'S BLIND MEN 


PROTEST TO PARLIAMENT 


London, Aug. 20.—Seventy blind men 


recently presented themselves at the 
house of commons "as a protest against 
state apathy' towards the deplorable con- 
ditions of the blind." An official of the 
League of the Blind complained that 
money contributed for the blind was 
being utilized in paying' salaries to of- 
ficials which, in some cases amounted 
to $4000 yearly, while blind persons are 
given pensions averaging only $50 an- 
nually. 
He declared England had a 


blind population of 34,000, the great ma- 
jority of them in dire distress because of 
prevailing living costs and the scarcity 
of employment for which they 
are 


suited.
